SALVAGING A 
MULTI-BAND BEAM

station and the ham on the next 
block was the only one who 
copied you by watching your 
traps blink in cw? You say you 
tried to gain a little extra height 
by putting your four band beam 
atop a 50 foot unguyer TV mast 
and again the only one who 
copies you was the ham on the 
next block when your driven 
element collided with his? 

Well, hold your head up high 
and take a walk in the sun and 
show a little ingenuity! Even if 
you overpowered all four of the 
traps in your driven element, 
you still have eight good traps 
left in the director and reflector. 
Even if the beam was twisted 
into a pretzel when it hit the 
ground, at least a couple of the 
traps should be salvageable. 

If your director and reflector 
are intact, remove the burned 
out driven element, cut the 
boom down to eight feet, and 
mount the director opposite the 
reflector. Find the new center of 
gravity and remount the an- 
‘tenna on the mast. You now 
have a good two element tri- 
band beam using the director as 
the new driven element. Put 
some power to the driven 
element (not a kw) and observe 
the SWR. You will have to 
lengthen all tubing sections on 
the new driven element to bring 
it to resonance. Begin with the 
ten meter section and adjust for 
lowest SWR at the desired 
frequency. Then tune for

The original Charter of our 
Association and the Articles, 
concerning it, were drawn up at 
the first meeting, held at the 
Hillsboro Hotel, Tampa, March 
20, 1960. 


1. The name  0of_ the 
organization shall be FLORIDA 
SIDEBANDERS. 


11. The general nature of the 
business of the organization is 
to conduct a social radiophone 
network for the promotion of 
good fellowship and, par- 
ticularly, to foster and en- 
courage the proper techniques 
and practices of good sideband 
operation. 

111. The organization is to 
have perpetual existance and it 
shall, inno manner be beholden 
to or be controlled by any other 
club, association or 
organization whatsoever. 

For the reason that a rather 
complete revision of the entire 
Articles were revised and acted 
upon, at a similar meeting, at 
the same place, Nov. 4, 1961.

CALL THEN MOVE 


QSY — it is an International 
““Q”’ signal which means — 
“Change to transmission on 
another frequency (or on — KH- 
Z.) This capability to change 
frequency is becoming very 
important to those of us now on 
2 Mtr FM, especially since this 
mode has attracted so very 
many new-comers. Poor ole’ 
146.94 MHZ if fastly becoming 
the clobber channel of 2 Mtr 
FM. 

Lately, it has been noted that 
a considerable number of 
FM’ers are “base-station to 
base-station”’ chatting for 
unusually long duration on .94. 
Consideration for others should 
be given by all users! Yes, QSY 
off of .94 if your QSO is to be a 
long duration type — or a 
“group” or net type operation! 

Base stations should 
cooperate toward giving 
preference of use of .94 as a 
“calling frequency’, also for 
those mobilers possessing only 
two (2) frequency capability, 
that is, .94 and the repeater 
frequency. 

C’mon Fellers, let’s cooperate 
and QSY!
